Tien Tsin No Longer Face 
‘Fach Other 


(ORD LANSDOWNE 
EXPLAINS SITUATION 


“The Question of Title Is Left to Ar- 
bitration and There Is No Long- 
er a Danger of Armed Con- 
flict Between Troops 
of Two Countries. 


London, March 21.—In the house of 
lords today the foreign secretary, Lord 
Lansdowne, announced that Russia and 
Great Britain had agreed to withdraw 
their troops from the disputed territory 
at Tien Tsin and reserve the question of 
title and proprietary rights for subsequent 
examination. 

Lord Lansdowne supplemented the an- 
nouncement by explaining that this dis- 
pute concerned an extensive area on the 
left bank of the Pei Ho river, which the 
Russians occupied tn the autumn and 
claimed by right of conquest. Subsequent- 
ly the government was informed that 
Chind and Russia had reached an agree- 
ment placing the area under Russian oc- 
cupation. The area, however, comprised 
plots belonging to the northern Chinese 
railroad and was therefore part of the 
gecurity of the British bondholders. 

Necessity Demanded Siding. 

The line was part of the railroad re- 
euntly transferred by the Russians to 
Marshal von Waldersee, who re-trans- 
ferred it to the British. The necessities 
of the allies required the construction of 
@ siding on one of the plots referred to 
and the presence of British workers on 
the plot was treated as a trespass ou 
Russian territory. It was subsequently 
alleged that the Russian boundary marks 
had been removed by the British. In 
those circumstatices thé “goverment “on | 
March 16th telegraphed to its représentd- 
tive in China that it thought the rights 
of the British or Russian troops to oc- ; 
cupy the disputed points can best be set- 
tled by Field Marshal von Waldersee, as 
the coOmmander-in-chief, and General 
Gasclee (the British commander) was in- 
structed to request the field marshal to 
settle the immediate differences, erving 
for future examination the question of 
the validity of the alleged private rights. 

General Gaselee was also instructed to 
refrain from using force except to repel 
aggression. 

Removal of Boundary Pillar. 

On March 20th the alleged removal of 
the Russian boundary pillar occurred, and 
the government instructed the British 
minister at Pekin that Great Britain was 
ready to refer the facts to Field Mar- 
shal von Waldersee, on the understanding 
that if either side was found to have 
committed an irregularity it should apolo- 
gize to the other. The government gdd- 
ed that the construction of the siding 
should continue under whatever condi- 
tions the field marshal thought fit to im- 
pose. He (Lord Lansdowne) was glad 
to say he had heard this morning from 
the British ambassador at St. Petersbyrg 
that the Russian frontier minister had 
proposed that they should agree to re- 
serve all questions of title and propri- 
etary rights for the examination of the 
two governments, and that in the mean- 
while orders be forthwith sent for the 
withdrawal of the troops of both sides 
from the disputed plots. Great Britain 
had entirely concurred, and thought the 
withdrawal should be carried out to Field 
Marshal von Waldersee’s satisfaction. 

Lord Lansdowne added that Count 
Lamsdorff, the Russian foreign minister, 
had expressed a very moderate and states- 
manlike desire to avoid any cause for 
friction between the two governments; 
and since the receipt of Count Lams- 
dorff’s proposal, the government had or- 
dered the military authorities to carry 
out the simultaneous withdrawal of 
troops to the satisfaction of Field Mar- 
shal von Waldersee, so that there might 
be no room for a renewed misunderstand- 
ing in regard to the matters of detail. 

His lordship expressed the hope that 
the result of the negotiations over what 
was really a very small matter of strict- 
Jy local importance would not be al- 
lowed to disturb the relations between 
the two countries. The statement ep 
received with cheers.

THEY ASK FOR CONFERENCE. 


Mine Workers Ask Coal Carrying 
Roads To Meet Them in 
Conference. | 

Philadelphia, March 21.—The letter sent 
by President Mitchell, of the United Mine 
Workers of America, and the presidents 
of the three anthracite coal distriéfs to 
the operators requesting a joint confer- 
ence was made public today. The com- 
munication says: 

“It is needless to say that the members 
and officers of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America are exceedingly desfrous 
of averting strikes and the suffering inci- 
dent thereto; and it is the opinion of the 
officers whose names are attached to this 
communication that if the representatives 
of the anthracite coal carrying railroads 
would join with us in holding a confer- 
ence an amicable solution could be found, 
and we would therefore request that if the 
suggestions contained herein regarding a 
conference meet with your approval, you 
notify ug at Scranton, when we will glad- 
ly call upon you in the city of New York 
or at any other place which would guit 
your convenience, 

“We feel that consideration for the vast 
number of men, women and children de- 
pendent upon the coal industry for a live- 
lIihood should impel you to adopt a <oncil- 
latory course in treating this subject and 
in averting the impending strke.’’ 

None of the operators have replied to 
the letter.

Massachusetts Woman Commits 
Revolling Crime, 


VICTIM OF AN INSANE. FIT 


Mrs. Tdizgeie Naramore, of Cold 
Brook, Mass., After Slaying 
Her Children, Attempts 
Suicide—Talks of the 
Deed. 


Cold Brook, Mass., March 21.—Mrs. Liz- 
zie Naramore, while in a fit of insanity 
this afternoon, killed her six children at 
her home, a farm house half a mile from 
this village, aud then tried to take her 
own Iife. The children ranged from 
ten years to a babe of ten months, and 
their lives were taken by the mother with 
an ax and a club. She laid the blood- 
drenched bodies on the beds, two on one 
bed and the other four on a bed in an- 
other room, and then attempted to take 
her own life by cutting her own throat 
with a razor. When discovered, she was 
ip the bed on which the bodies of. four 
children were lying. Although she cut 
a deep gash in her throat and suffered 
the loss of much blood, it is believed she 
will recover, 

Frank Naramore, the husband and 
father, left his home at the usual hour 
this morning to go to his work at a 
sawmill, and at that time his wife did 
not attract his attention by acting 
strangely. 

it is supposed the crime was committed 
shortly after noon, the discovery being 
made by George Thrasher, an employee 
of a grocery store, who visited the Nara- 
more house about 2:45 o’clock for the 
purpose of delivering groceries that had 
previously been ordered by Mrs. Nara- 
more. He was unable to get in the 
house by the door, and he looked in a 
window and noticed blood on the floor, 
while Mrs. Naramore was lying un a bed, 
He was surprised also in the absence of 
the children, whom he was accustomed 
to see playing in or about the house, He 


returned to this village and told of what 
he had seen. 


3 Mutilated Bodies Found. 

A party was made up and a hasty visit 
was made to the Naramore hotise. An 
entrance was effected without d , an 
the mitilate@ bedies of the er tehtee 
in two beds were found, Mrs. Nara- 
more was alive, but was very weak from 
loss of blood.

During the evening a number of neigh- 
borg.of the family saw and talked with 
Mrs. Naramore, and to them she told 
how she killed her six children. At the 
time the party of villagers found Mrs. 
Naramore she was asked how she did ss 
deed, and she said that she took the, lives 
in four different rooms, and as fast as she 
killed one child the body was placed in 
a bed. The children were three. boys 
and three girls—Ethel, fen years of age:

Jacob Marr Uses His Ax on His Own 
Family. 

Clinton, Me., March 21.—Jacob Dear- 
born Marr, a farmer living eight miles 
from this village, killed his three chil- 
dren, Alice M., aged thirteen; Elwin, aged 
pine, and Helen, aged seven, with an ax 
shortly after the family had risen from 
the dinner table today.

“London, March 22-—It is stated on excel- 
lent authority that the obstacle to a set- 
tlement between General Botha and the 
British was Lord Kitchener's refusal to 
grant complete amnesty to the leaders of 
the rebels in Cape Colony. He offered 
self government on the lines of Jamaica 
immediately upon cessation of hostilities 
with the legislative bodies partly: elected 
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by the burghers. » 4 

The government, it is said agreed to 
provide £1,000,000 to compensate the Boers 
for property destroyed and articles com- 
mandered by the Boers on commando, 
provided the signatures: of the officers 
who commandered the goods were forth- 
coming. He also offered to grant loans on 
easy terms for rebuilding and restocking 
farm leads, ‘ 

Moreover, he agreed that children 
should be instructed in English or Dutch 
at the discretion of their parents, The 
government undertook to make no claim 
on church property or funds or upon hos- 
pitals or hospital funds or upon private 
investments. No burgher of either state 
was to be allowed to possess a rifle except 
by special license. — 

General Botha_was generally fh favor of 
the conditions, but he dissented strongly 
from a proposal to give full citizenship to 
properly dominate and registered blacks. 
He was also greatly concerned about the 
position Jewish capitalists would occupy 
in the country and was told that Jews and 
Christians would epjoy equal ts, no 
distinction being rf 
concessions.

Business Menn of San Juan To Ask 
for Loan. 

San Juan, P. R., March 21.—The cham- 
ber of commerce has called a mass meet- 
ing for Sunday of the principal planters, 
bankers, agriculturists and merchants 
with a view to agreeing upon some feas- 
ible plan for the relief of financial de- 
pression. The outcome of the meeting will 
probably be a petition to Governor Allen 
to call an extra session of the legisla-

Manila, March 21.—Insurgents have at-

rauders. 

Colonel Schuyler, of the Forty-sixth 
volunteer infantry, has captured eight 
insurgent officers and 218 men at the 
village of Ternate, in Cavite province.

CHICAGO FIREMEN INJURED 


Flames Destroy Big Warehouse in 
Windy City. 

Chicago, March 21.—FTre tonight total- 
ly destroyed the large warehouse of J. 8S. 
Ford, Johnson & Company, at Sixteenth 
street and Wabash avenue. The build- 
ing and everything inside was ruined. 

The north, south and east walls of the 
building collapsed while a number of 
firemen were inside fighting the fire. They 
were compelled to drop their hose and 
run fer their lives. Several were bad- 
ly bruised by falling bricks. A panic 
was created among the thousafds of 
spectators, afd in a wild rush to escape 
injury by the falling walls, many women 
and children were knocked down and 
trampled upon. The damage is estimated 
at $200,000, one-half of which is on the 
building and one-half on the stock.

ond stories. The house, which was once 
a fine residence, is said to be 1% years 
old and one of the first built here, No- 
body now living knows how the bones 
came where they were found.

Washington, March 21.—The Venezuelan 
charge, Senor Pulido, had a conference 
with Secretary Hay today, but it did not 
lead to any developments on the reported 
friction over Minister Loomis or our de- 
mands in the case of the consular agent 
at Barcelona, Venezuela. The message 
of the president of Venezuela, copies of 
which have just been received, makes 
friendly references to the relations with 
the United States.

March 21.—A special 
to The Age Herald from Marion, Ala., 
says that Editor Greer, of The Marion 
Standard, received the following letter 
from Senator Morgan relative to his 
views on the position recently taken by 
Former Governor Oates on the suffrage 
question: 

Washington, 


D. C.. March 19.—Dear Mr. 
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Greer: In January I did not have time to 
answer your letter as to my views of Colonel 
Wates’s letter on the suffrage “question and 
now am not disposed to discuss the matter, 
as it might only lead to some disagreement as 
to the necessity for the convention. Since I 
saw you the whole country has made a great 
and rapid advance in the direction of negro 
disfranchisement. 

The aprortiomrment bill and the courting of 
the electoral vote, without the question being 
raised as to the constitutionality of the presi- 
dential election in Louisiana and Mississippi, 
is a distinct victory for white suffrage. 

Maryland has seen her opportunity and has 
hastened to profit by it. When things are 
coming our way there is no. necessity for 
clamorous discussion until they are settled, 
lest some one might interrupt. So I think the 
least said is the best just now on the negro 
question. Those people will begin to draw off 
to the Philippines at an early day. They are 
already going to Hawaii and we shall soon 
find room for white people in the south. Then 
we shall be a free and happy people. 

When the time arrives I will elaborate these 
views. but at peesent it is better not to dis- 
cuas them. We should take a lesson from the 
Cubans and discuss’ the negro question with 
closed doors in our convertion.The silent prog- 
ress we are making is very encouraging.

Provincial Government of Negros Is 
Still Denied. 
Bacolont, Island of Negros, March 21.— 


The Philippine commission ha8S not def- 
initely decided when to establish provin- 
cial governments in the island of Negros. 
The civil government established by Gen- 
eral Otis is still in. operation, and fairly 


successful. The Negros government em- 
ploys a half dozen officers and an ad- 
visory council of eight, all elective. The 
military commander has an absolute 


voice. 

Senor Severine, the present civil gov- 
ernor, is not popular, and it is alleged 
that he is un-American. Nevertheless, 
the system is not criticised. The com- 
mission prefers to gather the sentiment 
of the people of the island and then to 
show reasons for organizing Negros on 
lines similar to the organization of other 
islands. 

Judge Taft and his assistants have be- 
gun to consider recommendations as to 
the form of general civil government, 
which is now believed President McKin- 
ley will order inaugurated in JiwWy. 


CHAMBERLAINS BRING SUIT. 


Joseph Chamberlain’s | Brother Goes 


to Court. 

Londion, March 2.—The king’s bench dl- 
visions of the high court of justice was 
again the center of attraction talay, 
owing to the hearing of the libel actions 
brought against The Star and The Morn- 
ing Leader by Arthur Chamberlain, broth- 
er of Joseph Chamberlain. and Neville 
Chamberlain, a son of Arthur Chamber- 
lain, in connection with charges bearing 
on war office contracts. The cases of 
Arthur Chamberlain were continued. He 
declared he had formed the opinion that 
the main object of the articles was to vil- 
lify his brother, Joseph, in doing which 
they villified him. To say, as the defend- 
ants averred, that the Kynochs were fa- 
vored by the government was untrue and 
libelous, Mr. Arthur Chamberlain con- 
sidered that it would be dishonorable for 
him to enjoy favoritism from the govern- 
ment. 

Counsel for the defendants produced let- 
ters purporting to have passed between 
the Kynochs and the Nobels by which the

Arthur Chamberlain repudiated all 
knowledge of the letters. Subsequently 
he had admitted that there had been an 
agreement in 1894 between the Kynochs,

Counsel read the evidence given by the 
Nobels’s manager before the committee 
on war office contracts, to the effect that 
Arthur Chamberlain told him he had per- 
sonal influence to secure contracts. 

In regami to the cordite contract se- 
cured in 1898 Arthur Chamberlain 
said he did not see any Irish mem- 
bers of parliament, but got local pressure 
put on them by telling the working people 
that the shops would be closed unless the 
contract was secured. Here the lord chief 
justice interjected: 

“You pulled the strings.”’

ELECTRIC LIGHT FRANCHISE 


Their Inaction No Surprise—General 
Gill, of Baltimore, Says He 
Came to Atlanta To Buy 
Water Bonds at Par 
for Issue. 


The electric Nghting franchise, which 
has been in the aldermanic board Yor 
about six weeks, was ignored by that 
body at its meeting held yesterday after- 
No one was surprised. The ex- 
pected happened. It was exactly what 
The Constitution said would be done 
when action on the franchise was indefi- 


nitely postponed. 

It is regarded as but another step pre- 
paratory to the impending consolidation 
of the interests represented by the At- 
lanta Railway and Power Company and 
the Atlanta Rapid Transit Company. 

It is now said that the electric lighting 
as well as the street railway properties 
of the two interests will be merged and 
that one company will hold a monopoly 
of these two valuable public ytilities. The 
report finds easy belief because it is s0 
precisely in accord with contemporary 
financial methods.’ 

The terms of the pact or armistice now 
existing between the two interests, it fs 
understood, provide that the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company shall not 
take further action toward securing the 
passage of its electric lighting franchise, 
and that the Atlanta Rapid 
Company shail not make use of recently 
granted street railway franchises, or at~- 
tempt to secure the passage of others 
now impending. Also that the latter 
company shall raise the fare on its lines 
to 5 cents: this last provision to take ef- 
fect when consolidation is effected. 

‘The first two provisos are 
observed now. The armistice holds. No 
action is being taken by elther side to 
avall itself of recently conferred grants 
and privileges. There is no reason for 
such inaction other than approaching 
consolidation. 

Denials Are Vogue. 

Little heed has been paid to denials 
made by parties interested to the effect 
that a consolidation of the rival street 
railway interests in Atlanta was now wun- 
der way. It is pointed out that these gen- 
tlemen have every reason for denying the 
report until the deal is finally consum-

mated, and that their denials are couched. 


in such vague and evasive terms as to 
mean practically nothing. 

The dinner given by Joel Hurt at the 
Capital City Club Wednesday night to 


General John A. Gill and others interest-. 


ed in the Atlanta , Railway and Power 
Company created much comment yester- 
day. General Gill was seen yesterday 
and asked flatly why the conference of 
those interested in the Railway and 
Power Company came so opportunely 
while the air was so full of reports of 
consolidation. He sald. 

“Sneaking for myself, 1 came to At- 
lanta primarily te enter a bid for the 
issue of $200,000 of water bonds voted for 
yesterday. I made a bid today, offering 
par, with interest. for tne entire issue. 
My bid has been deposited here and will 
be filed as soon as the legal preliminaries 
are settled and bids are called for. I 
should like very much to secure the 
bonds, and if my offer is not high enough 
it will at least stimulate the bidding. It 
was to bid for these bonds that I came 
to Atlanta. I am interested in the street 
railway properties here and it was but 
natural that while here I should discuss 
conditions with the officers and attorneys 
of the company.” 

General Gill denied all knowledge of 
any impending merging of the two rival 
interests. 

Neither Joel Hurt nor Ernest Woodruff 
were present during the session of the al- 
dermanic board yesterday, and this fact 
would seem to indicate that those gentle- 
men were reasonably certain that no ac- 
tion would be taken in regard to the elec- 
tric lighting franchise which it was pro- 
posed by council to gramt to the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company.

Narrow Escape of Guests in a 
Burning Bremen Hotel, 


BUILDING 1S A TOTAL LOSS

People, Cut Off from Exits by the 
Flames, Jump from Second Sto- 
ry Windows, and Several 
of the Guests Were 
Injured. 


Bremen, Ga., March 21.—(Special.)—Be- 
tween 4 and 5 o’cléck this morning the 
Boatright hotel was discovered to be 
ablaze. The fire soon spread to the 
Smith storehouse and the MacPherson 
Bros., occupying both stores. Both were 
destroyed, though part of the goods were 
saved. There were a number of guesis at 
the hotel. All escaped with their lives, 
though several were painfully hurt by 
jumping from the second story. 

Mr. E. P. Govan, representative of The 
Constitution, made a narrow escape by 
jumping from the second story. He re- 
ceived a painful injury of the knee, which 
will disable him for several days. In his 
haste he left his pocketbook containing 
$15 or $20. 

Mrs. McLeard, of Carrollton, threw a 
bed from the window of the second story 
and tried to jump on it, but missed it 
and was seriously hurt in the back. The 
extent of her injuries ig not known at this 
time. 

Mr. Bunn, a traveling salesman from 
Rome, escaped by jumping from the sec- 
ond story with slight injury. 

Mr. Frank Sims, a traveling salesman 
from Atlanta, escaped without shoes or 
hat, but unhurt. 

Mr. Alonzo McPherson was caught on 
the second floor and his exit was cut 
off by fire and the window was tight and 
he could not raise it. He took a trunk 
and knocked the whole window out and 
jumped out after it and, strange to say, 
he escaped without injury. 

The fire originated on the second floor 
in room 4, occupied by Mrs. McLeard. 
When she awoke the fire had gained such 
headway that her exit by the door was 
cut off, so she was forced to jump from 
the window. 

The hotel and contents were totally de- 
stroyed. The loss is not known at this 
time. Insurance $1,500. McPherson's loss 
is about $1,500; no insurauce. By heroic 
work and covering the adjoining buildings 
with salt and water, the fire was con- 
trolled. Had the next building caught the 
chances are that the business portion of 
Bremen would have been wtped out. 

The loss falls quite heavily on Mr. Boat- 
right at this time, but with hig usual 
Pluck and vim he will commence to re- 
build at once and Bremen will soon have 
another new hotel. Mr. Boatright and 
family escaped without injury. 


LARGE FIRE AT CLAYTON, GA. 


Several Citizens Badly Burned While

Albany, Ga., March 21.—(Specia!.)--The 
residence of D. Neuman was destroyed by 
fire between 8 and 4 o’clock this after- 
noon. The building was one of the largest 
dwellings in the city and a high wind 
made it impossible for the firemen to do 
effect@e work. The loss is estimated by 
Mr. Neuman to be $3,300 on the dweling 
and $2,000 on contents.

SELMA TO HAVE OIL REFINERY 


Capitalists Will Put Up Plant Cost- 
ing Half a Million. 

Selma, <Ala., March 21.—(Special.)— 
Among one of the new industries that 
will soon be started in Selma at an early 
date is an extensive plant in which there 
will be invested about $500,000. For some 
time past prominent caprtalists of this 
city have been in correspondence with 
prominent capitalists of Atlanta, Ga., and 
several other prominent men to put the 
project on foot and the final arrangements 
in the deal were about consummated to- 
day. 

The proposed plant is to be an oil re- 
finery for the cotton seed oil mills of the 
state and Selma is to be selected as the 
proper location for the refinery owing to 
its central location and also because 
there are more oi] mils at this point than 
there are at any other city in the state, 
It is proposed that the oil] will be ship- 
ped here in tank cars and after being re- 
fined it will be sent to markets all over 
the world. 

There will also be attached to the re- 
finery a number of smatier industries, 
such as soap factory and other plants 
which will utilize all of the by-products 
from the refining process of the oil. 

There is strong probability of the plant 
being built during the summer so as to 
have it ready to commence business by 
next fall with the opening of the cotton 
seed oil business.

GENERAL WM. H. WALLACE 


A Distinguished South Oarolinan 


Breathes His Last. 


END OF REMARKABLE CAREER 


Was Speaker of the House When 
It Met in Carolina Hall 
in 1876. 


Columbia, S. C., March 21.—(Special.)— 
General Willlam Henry Wallace died at 
Union today, aged seventy-six years. Af- 
ter graduating with distinction from the 
South Carolina college, young Wallace 
studied law, and then went to planting. 
He subsequently practiced law and edited 
a newspaper in Union. At the outbreak 
of hostilites he enlisted in the Bighteenth 
South Carolina volunteers as a private. 
A few days afterwards he was appointed 
adjutant and the following week elected 
lieutenant colonel. The colonel being 
killed at second Manassas, Wallace was 
promoted. He served in all the Virginia 
campaign and early in 1864 was made 
brigadier general, being in command of 
General Bushrod’s Johnson division at 
the battle of Appomattox courthouse, 

In 1872, on a compromise ticket, General 
Wallace, as a democrat and his body ser- 
vant, John Wallace, as a republican, went 
to the legislature from Union County. 
He was the first democrat to go to the 
legislature from a republican county. In 
1876, when Hampton was elected and dem- 
ocrats from Edgefield and Laurens were 
refused admittance to the house of repre- 
sentatives, all democrats organized in 
Carolina hall what was officially known 
as the Wallace house, General Wallace 
being made speaker. He was elected 
judge of the seventh cirouit in 1877, ho!d- 
ing that office for sixteen years. Since 
then he has been living quietly in Union. 


THE DEATH OF JOHN METZGER 


Savannah Loses One of Its Oldest 
Citizens. 

Savannah, Ga., March 21.—(Special.)— 
John Metzger, an aged and respected citi- 
zen of Savannah, died this morning at the 
home of his son. W. W. Metzger, on 
Hall street. The deceased was ninety-one 
years old and had lived in Savannah 
seventy-four years. He was @ native of 
Germany and came to Savannah when 
seventeen years of age. He was forty- 
four years in the employ of the Central 
raijJroad as a boilermaker #54 only re- 
tired on account of age. deceased 
was One of the best posted of the older 
residents on the Gavannah of former 
days. When he came to Savannah 
South Broad street was the limit and the 
boys shot squirrels where the DeSoto 
hotel now stands.

Blacksburg, Va., March 21.—(Special.)— 
One of the most important, if not the 
most important, invention of this cen- 
tury has just been perfected and patent- 
ed by a cadet of the Virginia Polytechnic 
fhstitute at Blacksburg, Va.

He did not return 
after his sophomore year and little was 
heard of him until he wrote in response 
to a letter of inquiry and told your cor- 
respondent that the rumor which we had 
heard was a fact and that he had suc- 
ceeded in perfecting this great invention. 

What it will be worth to him it is diffi. 
cult to say. He worked so quietly that 
he patented his invention in every coun- 
try in Burope and dn the United States 
before any one knew anything about it; 
in fact, he holds patents for the “reverse 
gear on the steam turbine” in Germany, 
Italy, France, Belgium, Spain, Austria, 
Russia, England and the United States. 
He is in daily correspondence with the 
highest foreign experts and has had and 
refused a cash offer of $50,000. He will 
realize at the very least in the countries 
mentioned not less than $96,000 on the sale 
of the device. 

The importance of the invention is ap- 
parent to any one who will give it a 
glance, for example, the Turbinia, the 
second fastest boat afloat, will require 
just three turbines in her hold, instead of 
the five formerly used there—three were 
required to drive the craft forward and 
two to reverse it. As the reverse gear 
will do away with the two reversing tur- 
bines, there will be a chance for increased 
speed and a saving of space in the ship’s 
narrow little hold.

General Sanguilly Suddenly 
Changes His Views,

RADICAL SPIRIT 1S DYING 


Situation in Cuba Favorable for the 
Acceptance of the Platt Amend- 
ment—General Sanguilly 
Makes His State- 
ment. 


Havana, March 21.—A element of doubt 
now exists as to what will be the final 
attitude of the Cuban constitutional con- 
vention. The preponderance of public 
opinion in favor of the Platt amendment 
during the last few days is having its ef- 
fect upon the radical members and Genh- 
eral Sanguilly’s press utterances today 
further tend to weaken the strength of 
the radicals. General Sanguilly was the 
most radical of all the delegates. He fa- 
vored dissolving the convention when the 
United States congress adopted the 
amendment. 

Recently he has expressed in private the 
views to which he has now given public 
expression, but few expected him to main 
tain the stand. He now says: : 

A literal interpretation of the Platt 
amendment might mean the loss of 
Cuban independence; but the liberal 
view which President McKinley and 
the convention would give would leave 
nothing to be feared by the Cubans. 
I do not believe that by waiting we 
would get better terms from the next 
congress. Independence with some re- 
strictions is preferrable to a continu- 
ance of military rule, which would 
surely follow rejection of the Platt 
amendment. 

If the Americans want the Isle of 
Pines, I-am in favor of giving it to 
them. I am also in favor of establish- 
ing coaling stations on some of the 
keys or at some of the small ports. 
The presence of the authority of the 
United States will be a guarantee of 
our independence so far as exterior 
safety is concerned and will save us 
the enormous expense of maintaining 
an army and navy. 

The committee on relations did not re- 
port today. Probably it will submit its 
report to individual members of the con- 
vention tomorrow. The view asserted in 
the report that the question of estab- 
lishing relations cannot be settled by the 
convention, but should be left to the fy- 
ture republic is liable to cause a break 
in the radical ranks. The conservative 
element is endeavoring to keep the con- 
vention from taking a final vote on the 
question until a commission has been ap- 
pointed to wait upon Governor General 
Wood or go to Washington. 

General Miles, who has returned from 
the Isle of Pines, visited the convention 
with Senor deQuesado and met many del- 
egates whose acquaintance he formed 
durin: the Spanish-American war.

Southampton, March 21.—Andrew Car- 
negie, who arrived from New York on 
the American liner St. Louis at a late 
hour last night, was interviewed here to- 
day. Mr. Carnegie expressed surprise 
that his donation for the benefit of New 
York libraries had caused anything of a 
sensation. 

The cablegram from the working men 
of Pittsburg evidently gave Mr. Carnegie 
the greater satisfaction. 

“It was a pleasure to make both of 
these gifts,” said Mr. Varnegie to a cor- 
respondent of the Associated Press, “but 
I think my contribution to the working 
men of Pittsburg to be of much greater 
importance than the donation for the 
New, York libraries, as the working men 
always specially appeal to my sympathy. 
I had no idea that my bequests for the 
benefit of the New York libraries would 
be regarded as in any way extraordinary. 
I am giad to hear that so many sites have 
already been offered for these libraries.” 

When questioned in regard to the sug- 
gested mayoralty candidacy Mr. Carnegie 
pcoh-poohed any aspirations in that direc- 
tion.

‘“‘Well, Croker is not so—"’ commenced 
Mr. Carnegie, but checking himself he 
said: 

“T musn’t talk politics. I only want to 
say that I am glad to be able to con- 
tribute anything toward the welfare of 
the great city of New York.”

Carnegie Says Combinations Do Not 
Injure Chances. 

London, March 21.—To an English I[n- 
terviewer, after his arrival in London, 
Mr. Carnegie talked freely concerning the 
United States steel corporation, which he 
thought would not affect Great Britain 
much one way or the other. 

Asked whether existence of trusts did 
not tend toward national bankrutpcy or 
whether they might not prove a step in 
an evolution toward socialism, Mr. Car- 
negie said: 

The man behind the trusts is just as 
important as ever. Consolidations are 
the tendency of our age and will prove 
beneficial. The chances of Andrew 
Carnegie, if he landed a penniless boy 
in New York tonight, would be as 
bright as they were in 1848,’ and he 
would have even a wider field.

CONTRABAND FERTILIZERS 


Reported They Are Being Sent Into 
Georgia from Alabama. 


VIA CHATTAHOOCHEE RIVER 


Commissioner Stevens Has Gone to 
Southwest Georgia To Make 
an Investigation. 


Commisioner O. B. Stevens, of the de- 
partment of agriculture, has gone to 
southwest Georgia on a mission that is, 
perhaps, considerably more important 


than at fitst thought. 

Reports have been received recently to 
the effect that a good deal of contraband 
guano was being brought into the state 
from Alabama by way of the Chattahoo- 
chee river. These reports soon reached 
the agricultural department, and with its 
usual vigilance it began an investiga- 
tion of them. 

To prosecute this investigation and de- 
termine to what extent the law is being 
violated was the object of Commissioner 
Stevens’s trip. He proposed, it is under- 
stood, to look thoroughly into the matter 
and determine whether such illegal ship- 
ments are being made into the state and 
to what extent. 

Shipments of fertilizers can easily be 
made into Georgia from Alabama, it Is 
stated, by way of the Chattahoochee riv- 
er and unless it were reported the de- 
partment might be some time in finding 
it out. The information came promptly 
this time, however, and if the law is be- 
ing violated in any such manner a stop 
will be put to.it. The law requires that 
all fertilizers sold in the state shal] be 
tagged and inspected, and parties who vi- 
olated the law in this way should save 
the charges for tags and the inspection 
fees. It is safe to say, however, that an 
early stop will .be put to this business 
wherever it is found. 


WILL EXTEND THE V@ADUCT. 


Aldermanic Board Agrees To Lise- 
man Brothers’ Propo- 
sition. 

The aldermanic board unanimously

Replanting Our Forgets. © 

Proceeding upon the assumption that 
our American forest tracts aré virtpal- 
ly inexhaustible, we have never given 
the matter of replanting them much 
thought, and yet if we continue to 
make Leavy drafts upon them from 
year to year without making provision 
for supplying the losses, our narrow- 
sighted policy will eventually get us 
into serious trouble. 

In the beginning our forest lands on 
the North American continent were 
something immense and our pioneer 
forefathers safely reasoned that the 
day was far distant when there would 
be any scarcity-:of fuel or lumber in 
the vast wilderness which surrounded 
them. We have become possessed of 
this same idea, but we apparently lose 
sight of the fact that four centuries ot 
civilization have been at work on the 
North American continent since we 
first took possession of it, and that dur- 
ing this long period of time we have 
made heavy inroads upon our forest 
lands, not only for the purpose of 
building up our towns and cities, but 
also for the purpose of carrying on in 
@ large measure, our commercial and 
industrial activities. Such being the 
case, it is only necessary for us to 
bring our minds to bear thoroughly 
upon the subject to realize that the 
futiness of time has come for us to s8e- 
riously consider the matter of. replant- 
ing our forest lands. Each state should 
take the matter up without delay and 
adopt such measures as seem best cal- 
culategq to meet the situation. 

But apart from the fact that we must 
look to our forest lands for the ma- 
terials with which to carry on the work 
of our civilization, there is still an- 
other reason which serves to empha- 
size the necessity for replanting our 
forest tracts. Scientists tell us that 
the explanation of the cyclones which 
have been sweeping over the country 
of late years with such destructive 
consequences is to be found largely in 
the destruction of the forests, which, 
being steadily denuded by the ax, no 
longer impose any barrier in the cy- 
clone’s path; and consequently it is 
given free access to our towns and 
cities. Still another result is to be 
seen in the increase of floods in the 
Ohio and Mississippi valleys. We can- 
not explain the reasons fully, but in 
some way the destruction of the forests 
tends to interfere with the prompt 
absorption of the rains by the soil and 
the water coursing down the inclines 
into the valleys gathers immense force 
and volume, producing the floods which 
play such havoc in the river basins. 
Other evils may be due either in whole 
or in part to this same cause. | 

So when the subject is properly con- 
sidered, it becomes apparent at once 
that the necessity for replanting our 
forest lands is every year becoming 
more and more urgent, and the sooner 
legislation is invoked upon the subjeet 
the better. 
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King Edward’s Income. 

British government offieials are an- 
noyed over the premature announce- 
ment made by The London Times of 
the income which King Edward desires 
for his royal support, and there is some 
talk of depriving the newspaper of the 
privileges in parliament. 

Queen Victoria received only $1,925,- 
000 from the civil list, but King Ed- 
ward, on account of the size of his 
household, wants $2,950,000. Besides 
his children, provision must be made 
for his queen consort, whose allow- 
ance must be such as to comport with 
her exalted station. What is known 
as the civil list is thus explained: 

The civil list of the sovereigns of Great 
Britain represents a surrender on the 
part of the Crown of its rights in the 
crown properties. George III, who was 
the first sovereign to give up these rights 
received a civil list of 
$4,500,000 at one time and yet went into 
debt over $15,000,000, which parliament 
had to pay. The crown lands fell off in 
value, however, so that when Queen Vic- 
toria came to the throne the surplus rev- 
enues only amounted to $900,000. The 
queen, however, was granted a civil list 
of $1,925,000, the properties improved in 
value and now the surplus revenues 
amount to $2,250,000, so that King Ed- 
wardymay feel he is only asking for his 
own when he asks an increase in his civil 
list, since the revenues warrant it and 
his establishment is naturally more cost- 
ly to maintain than Queen Victoria's. 

Some opposition exists in  parlia- 
ment to making the king’s income so 
much as $2,950,000, but in view of the 
circumstances surrounding the sov- 
ereign, it is more than likely that the 
sum will.be set aside without serious 
protest. 
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No Republic. 

It is settled. A palpitating and ex- 
pectant world will breathe easier now 
that the doubts which have been trou- 
bling it have been removed. After 
days of waiting, we have been in- 
formed, once and for all, that Great 
Britain is no republic. 

Edward VII has announced this mo- 
mentous fact, and it will be univer- 
sally acknowledged that the gentleman 
is in a position to know whereof he 
speaks. When, therefore, he bars the 
frock coat as being the symbol of 
democracy or republicanism and de- 
clares that the government of England 
“is no republic,”’ the disposition will 
be general to accept his statement at 
its full face value. 

With no desire to pose in any I-told- 
you-so class, but solely with the idea 
of keeping our record straight, we an- 
nounce that we were: not altogether un- 
prepared for this thing. Through the 
long years of weary waiting for the 
throne, the princa of Wales was point- 
ed to as the most democratic gentle- 
man in the society of Pnglang and Bu- 
rope, and enthusiastic Englishmen 
were to be found who proclaimed that 
the British government was a repub- 
lic in all save the name. / Some such 
idea had gained a foothold in this 
country and it was possible to find an 
element which had persuaded itself that 
there was even more liberty and inde- 
eae in England than in this coun- 


That the nation had been plunged 
into war without the sanction and over 
the protest of the queen was pointed to 
as evidence of the sway of the people. 
The absence of the pomp and show of 
royalty in the house of commons, 
which legislates for the nation, seemed 
an important bit of circumstantial] evi- 
dence to prove that Dngland had un- 
dergone radical change. 

Several recent happenings have, how- 


ever, tended to disabuse the minds of 
observers of ¢heee’ ollie bee to ore- | 
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seriously by all the people, the eager- 
ness with which the commoners pros- 
trated themselves and kissed the feet 
of royalty, the worship of the clergy 
for their new head-of-the-church with 
his many and manifest virtues—all of 
these things had a tendency to pre- 
pare us for the rude shock of realiz- 
ing that Great Britain is still a mon- 
archy. 

King Edward is right. It is not a 
republic. Though, as we have stated, 
we were not altogether unprepared for 
the announcement, we are none the 
less grateful for it. It is good to have 
the matter settled 1 once and for all. 


American Sanitary Supervision. 

The last report of the chief sanitary 
officer of Havana presents facts which 
‘not only reflect great credit upon the 
Americans in charge of the sanitation 
of that city, but which serve to em- 
phasize the wisdom of this govern- 
ment reserving to itself the supervi- 
sion of sanitary matters down there 
under whatever government may be 
set up. 

Major Gorgas, chief sanitary officer 
under the military occupation, points 
to a steady decrease in the death rate 
of Havana and presents highly inter- 
esting statistics to illustrate the great 
good already done through the sensible 
application of scientific methods of se- 
curing cleanliness. Not only were the 
number of deaths in February of this 
year fewer than in any February for 
which records are obtainable, but the 
low death rate per thousand, 19.32, 
places Havana in the list of healthy 
cities of the world. The last February 
under Spanish rule had a death rate 
of $2.32 per thousand. 

This death rate of 19.82 is, according 
to the latest obtainable figures, lower 
than the rate for Baltimore, Cincin- 
nati, Boston, Jacksonville, New Or- 
leans, New York, Washington, Belfast 
and Mobile, the statistics for which 
cities are presented in the report. 

With reference to the menace of yel- 
low fever in Havana which threatened 
the southern states under the old or- 
der of things, Major Gorgas says: 

Jacksonville, Mobile and New Orleans 
all have a higher death rate than Ha- 
vana, and I have no doubt that we 
would find such to be the case with other 
gulf cities if we could get statistics on 
the subject. At present they look upon 
‘Havana with suspicion, but I think that 
in the near future Havana will have to 
guard against them. 

Taking cities in the yellow fever area, 
such as New Orleans, Mobile, Pensacola, 
Tampa, Key West and Havana, those in 
bad sanitary condition, as shown by their 
high death rate, would be more likely to 
become infected than a city such as Ha- 
vana, which is in first-class condition, 
as shown by its low death rate. I think 
it probable that within a year or two 
Havana will have to take steps to protect 
itself from the above mentioned cities. 

During February of 1900 we had seven- 
teen new cases of yellow fever; in Feb- 
ruary of 1901 we had eight new cases. As 
the number of non-immunes was very 
much larger in February of this than 
in that of last vear, I think the showing 
is very encouraging. 

Besides disinfecting the houses with 
formaline and other disinfectants, we 
now screen the rooms occupied by a 
yellow fever patient as soon as his case 
is reported, and kill all the mosquitoes 
in the building with the fumes of pyreth- 
rum powder, at the same time covering 
with kerosene oil all places where mos- 
quitoes can breed about the building. 
We also kill the mosquitoes in all the 
adjoining buildings in the same way. 

With these measures and the steps we 
are taking to kill the mosquitoes tn the 
suburbs, I hope to markedly decrease 
the yellow fever during the coming sum- 
mer. 

While his suggestions of the possible 
danger to Havana from southern cities 
may not be altogether warranted, what 
Major Gorgas says is of great interest, 
especially to the south, because he 
shows the great good which has already 
been done in the matter of making 
Havana a clean and healthy city. 

Reports giving the views of mem- 
bers of the constitutional convention 
at Havana seem to indicate that they 
realize what has been done, for they 
have manifested no objection to that 
clause of the Platt amendment which 
requires American supervison of san- 
itation. It is well this does meet their 
approval, for certainly this supervision 
must continue. The health of this coun- 
try demands it. That requirement is 
so clearly just and right and is so 
much in the interest of the Cubans 
as well as of the people of the south 
Atlantic and gulf states of this coun- 
try that it will never be abandoned.

PROCEEDINGS OF YESTERDAY. 


Heuse Passes Bill Giving Newspa- 
pers Liberal Libel Law—Im- 
portant Work Ahead. 


Austin, Tex., March 21.—(Special.)—The 
Texas legislature will adjourn sine die 
April 9th, the house this morning having 
adopted the senate resolution provoding 
for a sine die adjournment on that date. 

From now on only the most important 
measures will be considered by either 
house. The general appropriation bill will 
be given the right of way over everything 
else. The arrangement for this early ad- 
journment is looked upon as initiatory 
steps toward an adjournment without 
passing any measure looking to the re- 
districting of the congressional districts 
of Texas, so as to increase the number 
from. thirteen to sixteen. It is figured 
out that adjournment without action on 
this redistricting bill will occasion three 
candidates at large for congressional 
honors. It has been the general opinion 
that an adjournment without action on 
this matter will leave the doors open 
for any gentleman who desires to run 
for the position, but some of the ablest 
lawyers in the two branches of the legis- 
lature argue that the state cannot elect 
three delegates at large without some 
expression favorable thereto by the leg- 
islature. Some say that this expression 
can be made by means of a concurrent 
resolution acted upon at the close of the 
regular session looking to the election 
of three congressmen at large in lieu of 
the congressional districts. This is a 
matter] however, on which little or no 
open discussion has been had, and, unless 
indications are in error, there will be very 
little expression at this session on the 
subject. 

Today the house passed finally a Dill 
granting the newspapers of Texas a 
more liberal libel law. 

A bill was introduced in the legislature 
today prohibiting corporations in this 
State from expending any of their earn- 
ings for lobbying purposes at the session 
of the legislature or for influencing votes 
at general elections. 

The senate devoted its day session to 
the consideration of the general appro- 
priation bill, moved to prompt action: hy 
the arrangement for an early adjourn- 
ment. The senate considered the bill as a 
whole and made very rapid progress in 
its consideration. The bill carries $2,500.- 
000 per year for the next two years.

Tennessee Democratic Legislators To 
Try and Get a Quorum Today. 

Nashville, Tenn., March 21.—(Special.)— 
The attempt to secure democratic caucus 
action on the constitutional convention 
bills resulted in qa call for a caucus to- 
day, but enough house members opposing 
the measures remained away to break 
the quorum, and adjournment was taken 
until tomorrow.

set aside a verdict for $5,000 obtained by 
J. M. Bowen against the Galloway Coal 
Company. Bowen was employed by the 
company, but was let out to cut expenses, 
the officers of the company stating they 
dismissed him reluctantly. He went with 
another company when they advertised 
that Bowen was not with them, intimat- 
ing wrong doings.

PROSECUTI ON CLOSES CASE 


Clark Denied That He Threatened 
Treasurer Worth with Im- 
prisonment.

Clark said he called the attention of 
the judges in conference on the case of 
White vs. the auditor to the fact chat 
the question of mandamus had not been 
once alluded to in the argument of the 
case; that it was the great question, af- 
ter all, and involved a breach of the 
constitution. 

Chief Justice Faircloth asked: “Why 
do you raise that question now—counsel 
never raised it’ 

Clark said: ‘“‘We must obey the con- 
stitution.” He suggested issuing an alter- 
rative mandamus, so the treasurer could 
make answer and in that way report to 
the legislature as ta the payment of the 
amount and the court would be retired 
from an embarrassing position with dig- 
nity. 

pe Faircloth said the matter had 
been troubling the court long enough. 
in refusing to 
having the dissenting opinion published 
in the reports: ‘You can have it printed 
in your obituary column.’ Witness re- 
plied: “Yes, and it will not be my fu- 
neral.”’ 

Judge Clark said when he asked Judge 
Montgomery how he stood on the ques- 
ticn of issuing the mandamus, he said 
Clark was trying to get him on record. 
“IT defy you to do it,” said he, flinging 
his copy of Clark’s dissenting opinion at 
Clark. 

To the surprise of all, respondents 
tounsel did not cross-examine Clark, but 
only asked two unimportant questions. 

After calling W. R. Allen and other

BEATEN TO DEATH WITH, GUN. 


Twin Brothers Kill a Desperado in 
Kentucky. 
Rutherfordton, N. C., March 21.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Tom Jones, forty years old, one 
of the most desperate white criminals 
and blockade moonshiners in Polk coun- 
ty, was beaten to death with a double- 
barreled shotgun yesterday near Mills 
Springs by twin brothers Ed and Oscar 
Wilkerson. The three men were hidden 
on the road waiting for three negroes to 
return from a still where they had plot- 
ted for a shooting match at them. While 
waiting a quarrel ensued as to which one 
would have the first shot at the negroes, 
when the two brothers sprang upon Jones 
and with the gun beat his head into 
mush. His brains were found lying on 
the ground near the body. One of the 
murderers escaped, the other is in jail, 

but refused to talk. 

Jones has been seriously shot in three 
shooting affairs. He had just returned 
from Albany, N. Y¥., penitentiary, where 
he served one and a half years for moon- 
shining. Both Wilkerson boys have 
served a term in the state penitentiary 
for murder,

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LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


As to Diversified Farming. 


Editor Constitution—I want to thank State 
School Commissioner Glenn for his advice to 
farmers, There is no doubt but if corn was 
more largely planted and carefully cured, as 
he suggests, or what is much better, cut green 
into the silo and fed out to either beef or 
dairy cattle, that Georgia’s agriculture would 
take an advance that would astonish most of 
us, Indeed it seems certain that at some fu- 
ture day this system will be forced on us in 
order to protect our lands from utter destruc- 
tion by the pernicious clean culture cotton 
crop, I do not advocate the abandonment of 
cotton culture. It is our staple money crop 
and must ever remain so; but it is the part 
of wisdom to take-up stock feeding in con- 
nection with cotton growing and thus improve 
our lands with the manure made from the @ni- 
mals, so that cotton can be grown at a profit. 

I have advocated this policy for several 
years. Am practicing it with reasonable suc- 
cess. I am and have been especially cham- 
pioning the corn plant as being the greatest 
forage plant in existence and when made ints 
ensilage in many respects the best for cattle 
feeding. 

Having said this much I may be allowed to 
criticise the extravagant claims made by en- 
thusiasts in behalf of shredded corn stalks. 
I do not doubt the case Commissioner Glenn 
points out because he says that it is so, bit 
I know from experience that the corn stalk 
is not worth twice as much as the ears. In- 
deed the results obtained by a number of the 
state experiment stations, including our own 
station at Griffin, prove very conclusively 
that the stalk, blades, shucks, tassels, etc., is 
only about one-half as valuable as the ear, 
and this when all the nutriment of the plant ~ 
is intact, but no less than one-fourth of the 
feeding value of the stalk is lost in curing, 
so that probably one-fourth of the crop is 
enough to allow for the stalk. I am led to 
make this statement because of the many mis- 
leading articles that have been printed for the 
past few years. It does a good cause harm 
to claim too much for it. The truth will come 
out when the matter is put to the test by the 
farmers throughout the state and will cause 
so much disappointment that most of the 
timiad-ones will give up in disgust and fall 
back to all cotton. I think it a great mistake 
to try to get our farmers to take hold of a 
new line that amounts almost to a reyolu- 
tion in our methods of farming by any except 
the most conservative promises of the profits 
and benefits to be derived from the change. 
When they make the change gradually and 
intelligently nearly all will continue in the new 
system to his own advantage and will carry 
some of his neighbors with him, but when a 
revolution is undertaken with as conservative 
a class of farmers no boom tactics will do. 
The reaction not only discourages the man 
making the change, but any influence that he 
exerts is sure to be the wrong way.

Thief Was Being Purued When He Suddenly Whele wih 


~ Pistol in Hand, and Began To Fire, 


OFICER RETURNED THE FRE 


Pollce and Detectives Chase. Fugltie 
but Fall To Catch tim, 


IT 1S BELIEVED NEGRO WAS SHOT 


Officer Whatley Taken to Grady 
Hospital Where the Bullet Was 
Located’ in His Right 
Breast—May Prove 
Fatal. 


A fleeing negro thief turned upon Mount- 
ed Officer James W. Whatley yesterday 
about noon, on North avenue, near the 
corner of Myrtle street, and drawing a 
pistol fired three shots, one of which took 
effect, inflicting a painful and serious 
wound in the officer’s right breast. 

The officer, After he was shot, fired 
upon the negro until his pistol was 
empty, when he was taken from his horse 
and carried into a nearby residence to 
await the Grady hospital ambulance. 

The negro rogue and would-be murder- 
er, who is believed to have been shot by 
the policeman, fied to the woods and es- 
caped, although officers scoured that sec- 
tion of the city and followed every clue 


until late last night. 

The attempt to catch the negro was one 
of the most unrelenting and arduous 
searches the police of Atlanta have ever 
made for a criminal. It was thought at 
first that Officer Whatley had been as- 
sassinated and tlie officers of the law had 
something more to urge them on than the 
usual desire to punish a lawbreaker. 

The street duet between officer and 
thief caused the most intense excitement 
in the neighborhood and for many blocks 
around hundreds of people were in the 
streets talking about the affair and wait- 
ing to hear the news from the chase. 

Two officers had started in the first 
chase after the negro, as Officer Hollings- 
worth was with Whatley. The negro had 
been pointed out as a rogue and the two 
policemen, both of whom rode horses, 
unfertook to capture the thief. Whatley 
was in the act of heading off the negrv 
when the latter drew his pistol and began 


to fire. 5, ate 3 

Whatley lay in a residence on North 
avenue until a message could be sent af- 
ter the ambulance, but no ambulance 
ever went for the wounded and suffer- 
ing officer. The ambulance was under- 
going one of its frequent repairs and a 
patrol wagon had to be used. 


After the Fleeing Rogue. 

It was about ten minutes before 12 
o'clock that a negro ran up to Officers 
Whatley and Hollingsworth on. Myrtle 
Street, near North avenue, and said: 

“Yonder goes a negro who has stolen 
my shoes.”’ : 

thief was pointed out and the pur- 
suit began. He jumped a fence and ran 
toward Fort street. Officer Hollings- 
worth leaped from his horse and ran af- 
ter the negro on foot. Officer Whatley 
rode to the corner and turned fnto North 
avenue to head the negro off. He rode 
within twenty feet of the thief, who was 
stii] running in the vacant lot, when the 
negro suddenly wheeled with a pistol in 
‘his hand. He raised the weapon and 
fired. The offcer felt a stinging sensa- 
tion in his side and the warm blood as it 
gushed from the wound. He continued 
to ride, however, and quickly drew his 
own pistol. 

Both , officer and negro, with not more 
than fifteen paces between them, fired 
rapidly, the negro’s pistol was discharged 
hree times and the officer’s five times. 

The negro was seen to stagger and 
throw up his hand, and it is belleved he 
was shot. 

Officer Whatley, feeling faint from the 
pain and knowing that his pistol was 
empty, reined in his horse. 

By that time a large crowd of people, 
white and black, had gathered about the 
gcene, and the officer was helped off his 
horge and into the residence of Mrs. Bol- 
ing Burnett, 209 North avenue. Dr. B. A. 
Syms, of 169 Ponce de Leon circle, was 
the first physician.to reach the wounded 
officer and he did what was necessary to 
relieve him until the physicians from the 
hospital arrived. Dr. Hurt, the sixth 
ward city physician, was also in attend- 
ance.

Sent Out Letter Without Knowl- 
edge of Adjutant General, 


GEN, ROBERTSON PUT OUT 


Considers Inepector General’s Action 
Was Umwarranted—Instructed 
Him Not To Use Adjutant 
General’s Office—Was 


About Cartridges. 


The temperature in the office of the ad- 
jutant general is ranging around that of 
liquid air. The relations between the of- 
cials there are considerably strained—the 
official relations, of course, and not per- 
sonal, 

The trouble grows out of what has been 
termed the independent action of Colonel 
William G. Obear, inspector general of 
State troops. It is not of long standing 
and yet it has not come about in a day. 
But it reached its height when Adjutant 
General J. W. Robertson learned yester- 
day that Colonel Obear had sent out a 
letter of information to the different reg- 
iments of the state with regard to sup- 
plies for the troops for target practice, 
without the knowledge of the adjutant 
general. 

A copy of this letter was returned to 
Adjutant General Robertson by Colonel 
Park Woodward, commanding the Fifth 
infdntry, and it was then that the adjutant 
general learned of it for the first time. 
Noither did the letter bear the signature 
of the adjutant general, but that of the 
inspector genefal. 

. The letter in itself appears to be of lit- 
tle moment, but what Adjutant General 
Robertson objects to is the fact that it 
was issued and signed by Inspector Gen- 
eral Obear without his knowledge, and he 
does not hesitate to express himself on 
the subject. | 

The Offending Letter. 

The letter to which exception has been 
taken is as follows: 

State of Georgia, Inspector General's Office, 
Atlanta, Ga., March 18, 1!90!1.—Commanding 
Officer, Fifth Infantry, G. 8. T., Atlanta, Ga-. 
Sir: I have the honor to inform you that the 
state will soon be prepared to make an al- 
lowance for target practice for the year 190] of 

One thousand ball cartridges, 1,000 bullets 
for reloading, 1,000 primers for reloading 
and necessary pasters and paper targets, 
to each company having facility for practice 
on authorized range. 

This allowance will not he made to companies 
who have no authorized range. The regimental 
inspector of rifle practice should certify to 
correctness of requisition and state what range 
will be used. 

The reserve required in paragraph 207, Geor- 
gia Regulations, should not be used except as 
therein specified without orders from the gov- 
ernor, 

Regimental commanders will publish this tn- 
formation to the troops of their command. 

In addition to the regular allowance for tar- 
get practice the state is prepared to supply, 
for cash, target material as follows:

Carbine ball cartridges, per 1,000, $17.

In Colonel Cann’s Province. 

As soon as the adjutant general received 
a copy of the foregoing letter he wrote to 
Colonel George T. Cann, of Savannah, in- 
spector general of rifle practice, explain- 
ing to him the circumstances. Adjutant 
General Robertso~ stated to Colonel Cann 
that the letter had been issued without 
his knowledge and that * had not au- 
thorized it. 

It appears that the matter of issuing 
cartridges and bullets for target practice 
comes within the province of Colonel 
Cann, and that the distribution is made 
through him. Colonel Cann, Adjutant 
General Robertson said, draws requisi- 
tions on him for cartridges and other ma- 
terial in favor of this or that regiment, 
and the requisitions are honored. The 
sending out of such a letter, he stated, 
was unusal and if done at all it should 
have been done from the adjutant gen- 
eral’s office. 

Adjutant General Robertson also 
brought the matter to the attention of 
Governor Candler as he has done in other 
similar instances. The governor, however, 
declined to say anything with regard to 
it for publication. 

Not the First Time. 

It appears that this is not the first time 
that Colonel Obear has taken steps of 
this kind to the displeasure of Adjutant 
General Robertson. 

Some letters were written on the sta- 
tionery of the adjutant general’s office by 
the inspector general and signed by him. 
This matter the adjutant general also 
called the governor's attention to. 

Finally Adjutant General Robertson 
wrote Colonel Obear a letter in which he 
told him that he had on two occasions 
requested him to desist from using the 
office of the adjutant general] for the in- 
spector general's business. He called his 
attention to the orders recently issued, 
and in concluding his letter stated in em- 
phatic type and underscored: “I do not 
want this to occur again.” 

‘These matters have perplexed me no 
little,” said Adjutant General Robertson 
yesterday. “The inspector general goes 
away from the office for two or three 
weeks at a time, and I have no knowl- 
edge as to where he is or what he is 
doing. He left the city a day or two ago 
and I do not know where he is. 

“The letter to which you have referred 
was issued by him, it appears, and was 
done entirely without my Knowledge or 
consent. The distribution of this ammu- 
nition for the target season comes within 
the province of Colonel Cann, inspector 
general of rifle practice, and I have writ- 
ten him with regard to the matter.” 

Colonel Obear is not at present in the 
city, having’ gone to south Georgia on 
an inspecting tour.

NEW STRUCTURE ON VIADUCT 


W. D. Grant To Build on Centennial 
Block. 


BUILDING TO COST $100,000 


Will Have Frontage on Whitehall of 
125 Feet—To Be Used As 
Stores. 


Captain W. D. Grant will erect a hand- 
some business structure on Whitehall 
street as soon as the work on the viaduct 
begins. It will have a frontage of 1% 
feet on Whitehall street and will extend 
from the railroad tracks to the store 
occupied by Eiseman Bros. The new 
structure will replace the one known 
as the Centennial block building. 

The new building will be about 125 feet 
square and will be either four or 
five stories in height. It will cost about 
$100,000. 

Captain Grant does not purpose erect- 
ing an office building, but store prop- 
fty. The building will be divided into 
three or four stores, and will be so con- 
structed that one tenant may occupy an 
entite store, using the upper floors for 
salesrooms or for storage of stock as may 
be desired. 

The building will be constructed so as 
to conform to the wishes of tenants who 
may be secured before its erection. For 
this reason the plans cannot be definitelv 
given yet. 

The new building will be made of stone 
and brick, but will not have a steel frame 
construction. 

When it is built it will be one of the 
handsomest pieces of store property on 
the street and with the new Century 
building and the Peters block soon to be 
erected will make the viaduct block one 
of the most pretentious in Atlanta.

WELL KNOWN CITIZENS FIGHT 


Malcolm Johnston and W. H. Hen- 
derson Have a Difficulty—A 
Knife Was Used. 

A difficulty took place yesterday after- 
noon in the Prudential building be- 
tween Malcolm Johnston, a well known 
attorney, and William H. Henderson, re- 
cently receiver for the Southern Home 

Building and Loan Association. 

There are several versions of the af- 
fair, some of the witnesses stating that 
Henderson used a knife and started the 
fight, while others say that Johnston 
slapped Henderson. 

There had been a previous quarrel be- 
tween the men about Johnston having 
been instrumental in removing Henderson 
from the receivership of the building as- 
sociation. 

Johnston states that Henderson started 
the row by abusing him because of the 
receivership affair. 

“T was led away,” stated Johnston, 
“and later Henderson came up with an 
open knife and struck at me. I caught 
the knife in my hand and my fingers 
were cut. While I held the knife, I struck 
Henderson a blow in the face.” 

Henderson furnished the 
statement for The Constitution: 

“I desire to say that I regret very much 
that it seems necessary for me to say 
anything about the matter. The public 
feels no interest in personal quarrels, 
and I am averse to encroachmg upon the 
delicacies. Still, I desire to say, only 
in justice to myself, that I did not, as 
stated in The Journal, begin the diffi- 
culty by upbraiding Colonel Johnston 
for his course as an attorney. Nor did 
Colonel Johnston ‘slap my facé’.or at- 
tempt to do so, as related in The News. 
The original difficulty was not sought 
by me, and amounted to nothing save 
harsh words. Later I felt called upon 
to renew the trouble in front of the 
Prudential building, and struck Colonel 
Johnston, when bystanders interfered.’’ 

Colonel Johnston's version of the affair 
is as follows: 

“Colonel Howard, Major King and my- 
self were at the Prudential cigar stand 
‘talking. Henderson put himself in my 
way and kept loitering around us, look- 
ing at me in a very insulting way. I 
finally asked him if he wanted anything 
and why he was looking at me. He re- 
plied in a very insulting manner, and I 
slapped his face, or rather, merely grazed 
it, as he dodged the blow. Bystanders 
interfered, and nothing more was done, 
and after some minutes Howard, King 
and myself walked to the front entrance 
and went out on the sidewalk. When we 
had: been. standing therg about ten min- 
utes this man came up behind me with 
an open knife in his hand and began 
cutting at me. I caught the knife biade 
in my left hand and held it and struck 
him in the face with my right hand. Three 
or four men rushed and caught me 
around the neck, by the arms and the

R. J. Johnson Succambed Yesterday to 
Heart Failure. 
HE CAME TO-ATLANTA IN 1859 


Ansisted- in Bending Cherokee In- 
dians to Indian Territory. 


HE WAS IN THE CONFEDERATE. SERVICE 


A Contractor for Twenty abe Af- 
ter the War—Funeral To 
Conducted. Today. 


R. J. Johnson, eighty-two years of age 
and a pioneer citizen of Atlanta, died sud- 
denly yesterday: morning at: his home, 475 
Whitehall streef. Mr. Johnson hgd ap- 
parently been. enjoying very good health 
unt]] Wednesday night. His death was 
éntirely unexpected. 

Will M. Johnson, a son of Mr. Johnson, 


‘was in the room at the time his ‘father 


expired. Young Mr. Johnson had spoken 
to his father when the latter suddenly 
threw his head back and was dead within 
two minutes. Death is attributed to heart 
failure. 

Mr. Johnson was one of the oldest and 
He has 
reskied here continuously since 189 and 
for twenty years after the civil war he 
was a well Known contractor. Of late he 
had retired from active business. 

He was born in 1819 in Newton county, 
“Georgia, and his wife was a Miss Rogers, 
of the same county. She died five years 
ago. Mr. Johnson was one of the volun- 
teers who assisted in gathering together 
the Cherokee Indians west of the Chatta- 
hoochee river, and sending them to the 
Indian Territory, for which service he re- 
ceived a pension from the United States 
government. 

He is also a veteran of the civfl war, 
having served in the confederate army. 
For two years he was connected with the 
confederate arsenal] in At:‘anta and dur- 
ing the latter part of the war he was 
sent tO Savannah, where he assisted in 
the construction of fortifications. In 1859 
and 1860 he was a policeman in this city. 

Mr. Johnson was a member of the Bap- 
tist church for sixty years and was a 
most excellent and upright gentleman. 
He was a member of the West End Bap- 
tist church at the time of his death. Mr. 
Johnson was also a member of the: Pio- 
neer Citizens’ Soa'ety of Atlanta. He 
possessed a Wide circle of friemds and ac- 
quaintances, 

Mr. Johnson is survived by four children 
—Will M. Johnson, George N. Johnson, 
James M. Johnson and Miss Sallie R. 
Johnson. 

The funeral services will be conducted 
from the residence this afternoon at 3 
o'clock by Rey, Mr. O’Kelly, pastor of th 
West End Baptist church, and Dr. D. Ww.

HE TRIED TO PROVE AN ALIBI 


Recorder Said He Must Be Degener- 
ate Like Murderer Flanagan. 


MAN'S WIFE FRENZIED WITH GRIEF 


Prisoner Had Queer Expression in 
His Eyes—Fine Was Reduced 
and Paid by Friends. 


Morris Salinsky, a shoemaker of No. 


105 Decatur street, was arraigned in the 
recorder’s court yesterday afternoon on 
the charge of insulting ledies on the 
streets as toey went to church on §u"- 
days, ani Recorder Broyles, after de- 
elaring that he believed the man was a 
degenerate like the notorious murderer, 
Edward Flanagan, fined the prisoner 


$100. 

Salinsky was seen on two Sundays hid- 
ing in alleys cn Washington street wait- 
ing for ladies, on their way to church, 
to pass alone so that he might insult 
them. 

The last time he was seen was on 
Wednesday morning. when a negro youth 
followed him, under instructions from 
his employer, and Salinsky was tracked 
to the corner of Decatur street and Cen- 
tral avenue, where he was turned over 
to Patrolman Randall. 

When the case was called yesterday 
Assistant City Attorney Hill represented 
the prosecution and Attorney Morris 
Macks represented the defendant. * 

Immediately after the sentence of the 
ccvrt was pronounced the prisoner's wife 
broke into lamentations and left tne 
court room tearing at her hair and cry- 
ing out that she and her children were 
ruired. 

“our negroes testtfled positively that 
Salinsky was the man who had been 
insulting the ladles on the streets, and 
ene of them told how he followed the 
man and pointed him out to an officer. 

Seven or eight Decatur street mer- 
chants, most of whom were Russian 
Jews, testified that Salinsky spent his 
Sundays at home with his wife and chil- 
dren, 

It was admitted that the prisoner was 
away from home Wednesday at the time 
it was said he wus on Washington street. 

Salinsky stated that he was not guilty 
and that he did not know where Wash- 
ington street was located. 

The man is tall and thin and sallow 
and has a square chin and a strange 
look out of the eves, which caused the 
recorder to ask him how long he had 
been using morphine and cocaine. 

The prisoner said he did not know any- 
thing about such drugs. 

‘tl am forced to find the defendant 
een announced the recorder. “Itis a 
mad case, and I think this man must be 
a degenerate like the murderer Filana- 
gan.’’ 

“Before you pass sentence,” said the 
ran’s attorney, “I trust you will be 
merciful or account of his, the prison- 
er’s, poor wife and little children. He 
is a very poor man.’’

City’s Splendid Credit Will Make 


This Practically’ a Certainty. 
- The Bids Are To Be Sold 
Early in Month of

There is ewery reason to believe that 
the water bonds will bring a flattering 
premium when they are placed on the 
market. Prominent financiers in At- 
lanta have expressed the belief that the 
bonds should bring from 5 to 10 per cent 
above par, and those who have given the 
matter considerable thought thoroughly 
agree with this view, 

Judge George Hillyer, president of the 
board of water commissicners, stated on 
the evening of the bond election that he 
confidently believed the bonds should 
bring a premium. Colonel Park Wood- 
ward, supérintendent of the waterworks 
department, expressed the same belief 
yesterday. , 

Councilman W. C. Rawson, chairman of 
the finance committee of council and 
himself a careful and successfnl busi- 
ness man, stated last night that he was 
certain the bonds would bring par and 
ought to bring a premium. He stated he 
had conferred with a prominent banker 
concerning the issue, and was assured 
that there was no reason to anticipate 
other thay that the bonds would go above 
par. ' 

It is Councilman Rawson's committee 
that will be called upon to engineer the 
sale of the bonds, and he has already giv- 
en the matter much thought. This is the 
first time that Atlanta has scught to flpat 
8% per cent bonds. Some years ago 4 
per cent bonds were issued, but they sold 
above par, so they might be considered 
to have been less than 4 per cent. 

The city’s credit abroad is considered 
excellent, and for that reason it is be- 
lieved that there will be a number of 
bids submitted for the bonds. City Clerk 
Campbell has already received many in- 
quiries from financiers in the north and 
east who are interested in the mater 
bonds. A letter was received yesterday 
from a prominent firm of bankers in Chi- 
cago asking to be advised of the result 
of the election, which was held on 
Wednesday, and alse what method would 
be. adopted for the disposal of the bonds. 
Every mail brings similar Inquiries which 
would indicate that northern men of 
money are anxious to bid on the, issue. 

Votes Were Consolidated. 

The managers of the_polls in the vari- 
ous wards called at the city clerk's office 
yesterday at noon for the purpose of con- 


solidéting the votes. The published re- | 


sult. was changed but littl. It was 
found that in the third ward the vote 
for the bonds was 275 instead of 27, 
and that jn the fourth ward four instead 
of five voted against the bonds. This gave 
a total of 2,509 for the bonds and only 
82 against them. 

The election required the services of 
twenty-one managers, and the same num- 
ber of clerks. The managers were paid 
$ and the clerks $3 for the day's work. 
This expense aggregated $168. The man- 
agers and clerks were all paid off at 
noon yesterday by the city clerk. 

At the next meeting of council, which 
occurs on April ist, City Clerk GQampbell 
will report to that body that the water 
bends were authorized by two-thirds of 
the registered voters. A member of 
council will then prepare and introduce a 
resolution declaring that the bonds should 
be issued. When this resolution is 
passed, the city attorney will be instruct- 
ed to prepare an ordinance covering the 
$200,000 issue, passed up by council, the 
aldermanic board and approved by the 
mayor.

In order to validate 
the bonds, Solicitor General C. D. Hill 
will probably file a bill to prevent the. 
issue. Judge Lumpkin will then con- 
sider the bill and set a time for cause to 
be shown why the bonds should not be is- 
sued. His decision that the bonds are 
valid will end the matter. All of which 
is a mere matter of form. 

All the bids for the bonds will be sent 
in to the finance committee sealed, and 
will be opened on a certain day. The 
bids will then be referred to council 
with the recommendation that the bonds 
be sold tg the highest bidder. In the 
meantime it is probable that the bonds 
will be lithographed and put in shape to 
be disposed of. It is also probable that

New York, March 2!.—R. G. Dun’s Review 
on March will say of the condition of thet 
winter wheat crop: 

‘“‘Reports from the branches and a_ large 
number of correspondents in the winter belt 
show the condition of the growing grain gen- 
erally favorable. In Ohio, Kentucky, Indiana 
and Ilinole the acreage is reduced , owing 
to a partial failure last year, and tile mild 
winter in some sections has been unfavorable 
Fears are expressed in some quarters that the 
ravage of the Hessian fly will be serious, es- 
pecially if the present dry weather continues. 
In scattered sections of Illinois, Kentucky and 
Tennessee the grain was winter-killed and 
farmers are plowing it under. Dry weather 
during the fall months did much damage in 
Kenteucky and in Tennesse, the changeable 
weather of the early winter and lack of rain 
caused considerable injury. In Illinota.the wet 
weather is now helping grain, and it is hoped 
that a continuation will enable the grain to 
outgrow the fly. In Michigan the acreage is 
less than ilast year, but the grain wintered 
well and the damage by the fiy will not ma- 
terially reduce the crop.

MRS. GIELOW’S RECITAL 
WAS SPLENDID SUCCESS 


The vei] that divides the old south from 
the new was rent in twain at Mrs. Martha 
S. Gielow'’s character recital of negro 
character sketches at the Woman’s Club 
rooms last night, and more than a quarter 
of a century called back from the past. 
Mre. Gielow's brilliant achievement was 
the legerdemain of the artist. 

The younger generation of southrons 
even cannot understand the sentimental 
halo with which the darkey of thé old 
schoo) has been invested by his literary 
immortalizers. Reared among and sur- 
rounded by negroes, they see in them 
qualities that, though humorous enough, 
are far from calculated to call forth a 
sympathetic interest or kindly considera- 
tion. They have read that the darkey is 
picturesque, but they have become so 
familiar with his characteristics that they 
have never discovered his picturesqueness. 

The reason is plain. The negro has 
changed with the south. The young 
southron does not know the ‘negro = his 
father knew. The old-time “mammy” and 
‘“‘urgche’’ were more than pilcturesaue— 
more than amusing. They were lovable, 
after a fashion. 

The post-bellum generation so, largely 
represented in the large and cultured au- 
dience that greeted Mrs. Gielow last night 
Was introduced to the Africo-American of 
southern song and story and Tolklore as 
a revelation. This sounds strange, spoken 
‘of an Atlanta audience, but it is. not 
strange when the metamorphosis: of the 
negro ig taken into account, 


people of the north, know only “‘emanci- 
pated’ and ‘advanced’ black caricatures 
of the jatest coon sdengs,. Such clumsy 
delineations are, if anythimg, worége than 
their doggerel. They are no more. the 
true negro than are the .cork-b.acKened 
end mén in & minstrel show. 

It is refreshing, amid a deluge of coon 
songs and codon parodies, to witness a 
tuitntul interpretation such as Mrs. Gie- 
low’s. Her talent as a negro sketch Gu- 
thor is neither greater nor less than her 
talent as a platform interpreter. The 
creator and actor are one and the same. 
in her unique recitals this clever Alabama 
woman charmingly vitalizes a type that 
is little more than a memory—the type 
vf amcient darkey that finds its most ac- 
curate prototype in “Uncle Remus.” 

Mrs, telow has a personality well 
udapted to her art. It is a magnetic per- 
sonality and endowed with what is said 
to be dearest to woman. Her voice has 
admirable carrying power, and, if the ex- 
pression is permissible, ‘‘staying’’ power. 
It. is. one of those rare voiceg that is as 
fresh and resonant at the end of an hour 
and a half as at the start. It mimics the 
‘‘mammy'’ of blessed childhood memories 
so naturally that one would not suspect 
the impersonater had studied. But there 
is a proverb that art is difficult and some 
one has said genius is work. 

Mrs. Gielow’s original recital was, in 
short, a treat, and her auditors were 
capable of appreciating her effort. The 
entertainment was given for the henefit 
of the Winnie Davis memorial, under the 
auspices of the Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy, and it was superlativeiy a success.

BIG AUDIENCE AT TABERNACLE 


S. H. Hadley, the Well-Known Rescue Worker, Tells 
the Story of His Life and Remarkable’

T the Tabernacle Bible conference

At the night service Rev. F. B. Meyer 
spoke from the text, “And the apostles 
said unto the Lord, increase our faith, 
and the Lord said, if ye had faith ag a

In the United States circuit court yes- 
terday Leopold Labrot, of the firm of 
Labrot & Graham, distillers of Wood- 
ford county, Kentucky, filed a § Dill 
of complaint against Bluthenthal

of Atlanta, asking for an injunction and 
Gamages in the sum of $20,000 fcr the al- 
leged infringement of their label and pro- 
prietary rights in the bottling of whisky 
of the “Old Oscar Pepper” brand.
